New York, Mey 12.—F. Augustus 
Heinze was acquitted in New York 
tonight of misapplying the funds of 
the Mercantile National bank while he 
was president of the tnstitution in 
1907. and he was cleared of the charge 
of overcerttying the checks of his 
brother’s firm, Otto Heinze & Co. A 
‘jury in the criminal branch of the 
‘United States circuit court, after a 
trial lasting nearly three weeks, founa 
him not guilty, at 9:50 o’cloek tonight, 
and he was discharged. 

Fifteen Years for Morse; Freedom for 
Heinze. 

Thus failed ingloriously the federai 

government's attempt to hold Heinze 


panic of three years ago alleged to be 
violation of .the national banking 
laws. Charles W. Morse got fifteen 
years for “bank wrecking,” but 
Heinze’s transactions were held legal, 
notwithstanding the prosecution's vig- 
orous attempt to prove. him a gambler

‘tT am naturally pleased with the 
verdict, but nét at: dll surprised. The 
thing I most régret is the ag. delay 
in bringing the’ case to trial. have 
been ready for trial every Re: since 
the first indictment was returned two 
years and a*half ago. This delay has 
cost me between $4,000,000 and $5,000,- 
000. Possibly some persons who wéere 
very anxious to. see me convicted will 
be as well. satisfied with thig as 
though I had been found guilty, for 
the ruination .of my cre@it seems to 
have been one of: the objects most 
variously aimed at. 

‘However, as has been brought out 
in the evidence. TI still have some of 
the best copper properties in the world, 
and I now intend to devote my whole 
attention to them, which I have not 
been able to do for two years and a 
half. I appreciate the loyalty of my 
friends who have stuck to me througn 
it all, and regret exceedingly the tem-

The Heinze trial was not spectacu- 
lar. There was too much technical 
testimony for the laymind, too many 
‘mtricate financial transactions which 
were cryptic and almost impossible to 
follow. Heinze, himself, did not go 
on the stand, but was content to watch 
his lawyers as they obliterated count 
after count in the indictrnents until 
the charges narrowed down to the 
transactions of.October 14, 1907, in- 
volving a loan vf $50,000, and this loan,

Washington, May 12.—Agreeing to a 
proposition by Senator Elkins to begin 
voting on the long and short hau! 
amendments to the raiiroad bill tomor- 
row at 4 o’clock, the senate today took 
an advanced step in the consideration 
of the bill. 

The agreement provides that the vot- 
ing shall be concluded within the “leg- 
islative day.” The first vote will be on 
the Dixon amendment as a substitute 
fer the WHeyburn provision. Both of 
these provisions seek to stiffen the 
present statute, but the Dixon substi- 
tute gives the interstate commerce 
commission more discretion than the 
other. 

The organisation: reublicans are con- 
fident of the defeat of all amendments. 
Conceding that 19 republican votes will 
be cast fer the Dixon provision, they 
c.aim from 12 to 15 democratic votes 
against it..

Some of them contend 
that the republican defection will grow 
to 32, while they assert that not to 
exceed eight or nine democrats will 
vote with the regular republicans.

New Ruler of England 
Is Kept Very Busy. 


Roosevelt to Be Presented to 
‘King George Soon After His 
Arrival in London --- Arrang- 
ing for the Lying in State of 
King Edward. 


London, May 12-—From a life of 
comparative ease and retirement, King 
George suddenly finds himself one of 
the hardest worked officials of the 
kingdom. In addition to spending con- 
siderable time daily at Buckingham 
palace, comforting his widowed moth- 
er, he has to attend to the multifarious 
@uties connected with receiving and 
entertaining the royal guests and ar- 
ranging the difficult details of the 
lying ir state and the funeral. 

Seven o'clock each morning finds his 
majesty at his desk in Marlborougn 
house, to reply to the innumerable 
messages of condolence and to receive 
his ministers and the officials who 
have to dv with the obsequies. Today 
e had a long special interview with 
ohn Burns, president of the local gov- 
ernment board. The afternoon he 
spent with the queen mother, and in 
the evening he went to the station to 
meet and escort the king of Denmark 
to Buckingham palace. 

Roosevelt to Meet King George. 

Ex-President Roosevelt, who has 
been named as special envoy of the 
United States to attend the funeral of 
the late king, will be presented to 
King George soon after his arrival in 
London on Mongay. This has been ar- 
ranged in ey with the wish 
of the king, as expressed to Whitelaw 
Reid, the American ambassador. Mr. 
Roosevelt, as special ambassador, wilt 
occupy a place with the visiting ‘mon- 
archs in the funeral procession, and 
will also attend the burial at Windsor 

The lying in state involves @ great 
addition to the work of arranging the 
program for the funeral, all the detalis 
of which will hardly be completed be- 
fore Sunday. The procession to West- 
minster hall on Tuesday for the lying 
in state, will be almost on as great 
a scale as the funeral procession.

Declares He Thinks It Best to 
Prevent Suspension Until All 
Affairs of Columbian Wood- 
men Have Been Settled by 
Supreme Court.

In tre hearing of the petition filed 
by J. B. Frost against the Columbian 
Woodmen, Judge Pendleton, of Fulton 
superior court, yesterday decided that 
before the order of the board of direc- 
tors gispending J. B. Frost from of- 
fice could become effective, it would 
be necessary for him- to be served 
with a full specification of all of the 
charges preferred against him and af- 
forded an opportunity to answer the 
ch- rges. 

The Columbian Woodmen is a fra- 
ternal insurance society, with head- 
Quarters in Atlanta, and its affairs 
have received considerable notoriety on 
uccount of the factional fight in its 
management. 

Suspension of Frost. 

The original case grew out of the 
suspension of J. B, Frost by the unani- 
mous vote of the directors of the 
order on charges preferred by its ex- 
ecutive committee, involving fictitious 
indorsements of Frost, purporting to 
bear the signature of Hon. William A. 
Wright, comptroller general of Geor- 
gia, and which were widely dissemin- 
ated in circulars edited by Frost. The 
circulars also involved alleged efforts 
on the part of Frost to use the funds 
of the order in furtherance of his per- 
sonal purposes, and further involved 
charges that he used his official posi- 
tion to coerce other officers and agents 
of the order to violate the duties of 
their positions, all of which wag al- 
leged to be contrary to the constitu- 
tion and by-laws of the order, and 
against the interests of its member- 
ship. 

Upon the original hearing, Judge 
Pendleton held that the directors of 
the order were without authority to 
Suspené Mr. Frost, and that the orig- 
inal incorporators of the Columbian 
Woodmen, under the provisions of its 
charter, were paramount in authority 
to the board of directors. 

The Columbian Woodmen appealed 
from the decision of Judge Pendleton, 
and the supreme court of Georgia, by 
the unanimous decision of all of the 
justices who participated in the hear- 
ing, reversed Judge Pendleton and held 
that the charter provision conferring 
varamount authority upon the incor- 
porators, was illegal and void, and 
that under the constitution and by- 
laws of the corporation, its board of 
directors had full legal authority for 
all of the actions they had taken in 
the case, expressly including the 
power to suspend Mr. Frost pending 
the investigation of the charges pre- 
ferred against him. 

Rehearing Is Denied. 


Counsel for Mr. Frost then filed with 
the supreme court a petition for a 
rehearing, but the petition was denied. 

Attorneys for the Columbian Wood- 
men then asked Judge Pendleton for 
an order adopting as his decision the 
judgment of the supreme court. Judge, 
Pendleton refused to grant the order, 
ns presented, and substituted § an 
order making the judgment of the 
supreme court his judgment in the 
case, with the reservation that it 
wouid be subject to the right of 
amendment of the Frost petition. 

This amendment alleged the direc- 
tors of the order were without author- 
ity to suspend Mr. Frost, and that 
their action was illegal for the rea- 
son that they were not _acting in 
good faith in preferring charges, but 
suspended him merely for the purpose 
of depriving him of the_right of par- 
ticipation in the meetings of the board 
of directors and general convention 
of the order. 

Issues Are Identical. — 

Upon the hearing of this branch of 
the case, the attorneys for the Colum- 
bian Woodmen read the original peti- 
tion, as presented to Judge Pendleton, 
his original restraining order and the 
decision of the supreme court revers- 
ing his judgment in the case, and urg- 
ed that the decision of the supreme 
court was based upon the identical 
issues now presented to Judge Pendle- 
ton, and that he had been reversed 
for granting the very order asked for 
in the present hearing.

But Roosevelt Does Not Be- 
lieve That Civilization Will 
Fail --- Things of Spirit More 
Important Than Things of 
Body --- Kaiser Hears Roose- 
velt’s Lecture. 


Berlin, May 12.—Theodore Roose- 
velt, former president of the United 
States, delivered a lecture today on 
the topic “The World Movement,” at 
the University of Berlin, and received 
from the university the honorary de- 
gree of doctor of philosophy. Em- 
peror William honored the occasion 
his presence, 

it was the first time that his majes- 
ty has graceg a conferment, and the 
was significant in view of 
the fact that the German court is in 
mourning for the monarch’s uncle, 
King Fdward. 

The ceremony of conferring the de- 
gree was staged and conducted with 
impressive simplicity. There were no 
flags or emblems of royalty, and the 
government and the walis of the aula 
were bare save for the rows of busts 
ef Germany’s famous scholars and sci- 
entists. 

The only touch of color was fur- 
nished by the senators of the univer- 
sity with their robes of scarlet and 
blue and the five heads of the student 
corps, who wore blue jackets, white 
breeches, jack boots and parti-colorea 
sashes. 

Kaltser and Roosevelt Enter. 


Four hundred guests of the univer- 
sity who held cards of admission were 
seated when Emperor William, -accom- 
panied by Mr. Roosevelt, entered from 
a side door. As they appeared the 
university choir chanted “Heil Dir 
Siegerkranz.” The two were followed 
by Empress Augusta Victoria, Princess 
Victoria YToulse, Prince and Princess 
Eitel Frederick, Prince and Princess 
August Wilhelm, Prince Adalbert, Mrs. 
Roosevelt, Miss Roosevelt and Kermit 
Roosevelt This party took seats OL 
the platform. 

Mr. Roosevelt occupied the seat 
the reading desk, and at hig side stood 
the heads of the student corps with 
drawn swords.

Roosevelt's Address. 


Colone] Rovsevelt said in part. 

“The play of new forces is as evi- 
dent in the moral and spiritual world 
as in the world of the mind and the 
body. Forces for good and forces for 
evil are everywhere evident, each act- 
ing with a hundred or a thousand fola 
the intensity with which it acted in 
former ages. Over the whole eartn 
the swing of the pendulmum grows 
more and more rapid, the mainspring 
coils and spreads at a rate constantly 
quickening; the whole world movement 
of ccnstantly accelerating velocity. 
“In this movement there are signs of 
much that bodes ill. The machinery is 
so highly geared, the tension and strajn 
are zreat, the effort and the output 
have alike so increased, that there is 
cause to dread the ruin that would 
come from any great accident, from 
any breakdown, and also the ruin that 
may come from the mere wearing out 
of the machine itself. The only pre- 
vious civilization with which our mod- 
ern civilization can be any way com- 
pared is that period of Graeco-Roman 
civilization extending, say, from the 
Athens of Themistocles to the Rome of 
Marcus Aurelius. Many of the forces 
and tendencies whicn were then at 
work are at work now. Knowledge, 
luxury and refinement, wide material 
conquests, territorial administration on 
a vast scale, an increase in the mas- 
tery of mechanical appliances and in 
applied science—ali tnese mark our 
civilization as they marked the won- 
derful civilization that flourished in 
the Mediterranean lands twenty 
turies ago; and they preceded the 
downfall of the older civilization. Yet 
the differences are many, and some of 
them are quite as striking as the simi- 
larities. The single fact that the old 
civilization was besed upon slavery 
shows the chesm that separates the 
two. Let me point out one further 
and very significant difference in the 
development of the two civilizations, a 
difference so obvious that ft is aston- 
ishing that it has not been dwelt upon 
by men of letters. , 
“One of the prime dangers of civill- 
zation has always been its tendency to 
cause the loss of the virile fighting 
virtues, of the fighting edge. When 
men get too comfortable and lead too 
luxurious lives there is always danger 
less the softness eat like an acid into 
their manliness of fiber. The bar- 
barian, because of the very conditions 
of his life is forced to keep and de- 
velop certain hardy qualities which the 
man of civilization tends to lose, 
whether he be clerk, factory hand, 
merchant, or even a certain type of 
farmer. Now, I will not assert that in 
modern civilized society these tenden- 
cies have been wholly overcome: bur 
there has been a much more successfu: 
effort to overcome them than was the 
case in the early civilizations. 


What Is the Lessonf 


“What is the lesson to us today? 
Are we to go the way of the older 
civilizations? The immense increase 
in the area of civilized activity today, 
so that it is nearly coterminous with 
the world’s surface; the immense 1n- 
crease in the multitudinous variety or 
its activities, the immense increase in 
the velocity of the world movement— 
are all these to mean merely that the 
crash will be all the more complete 
and terrible that the answer will be 
In the negative: but of this we can be 
certain. that we shall not go down in 
ruin unless we desefve and earn\our 
end. There is no necessity for yo ye 
fall; we can hew out our destiny for 
curselves, if only we have the wit and 
the ccurage and the honesty. 

“Personally, I do not believe that 
I think that 
have grown better, 
think that on the ‘ 
more for us 
than even the great past has held. Bur, 
assuredly, the dreams of golden glory | 
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is 


on the whole we 


and not worse. I 
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in the future will not come true unlegs 
high of heart and strong of hand, by 
our own mighty deeds we make them 
come true. We cannot afford to de- 
velop any one set of qualities, any one 
set of activities, at the cost of seeing 
cthers, equally necessary, atrophied. 
Neither the military efficiency of the 
Mongol, the extraordinary business 
ability of the Phoenician, nor the sub- 
tle and polished intellect of the Greek’ 
availed to avert destruction. 

“We, the men of today and of the 
future, need many qualities if we are 
to do our work well. We need, first 
of all and most important of al!, the 
qualities which stand at the base of in- 
dividual, of family life, the fundamen. 
tal and essential qualities——the homely 
every-day, all-important virtues. if 
the average man will not work, if he 
had not in him the wil] and the. power 
to be a good husband and father; if 
the average woman is not a good 
housewife, a good mother of many 
healthy children, then the state will 
topple, will go down, no matter what 
may be its brilliance of artistic deve!- 
opment or material achievement. But 
»pthese homely qualities are not enough. 
There muat,.in addition, be that power 
of organization, that power of work- 
ing in common for a common end, 
which the Gérman people have shown 
in such signal fashion during the last 
half century. 


The Things of the Spirit. 


“Moreover, tthe things of the spirit 
are even more important than the 
things of the body. We can well do 
without the hard intolerance and arid 
intellectual barrenness of what was 
worst in the theological systems of 
the past, but three has never been 
greater need of a high and fine re- 
ligious spirit than at the present time. 
So, while we can laugh good humoredly 
at some of the pretensions of modern 
Philosophy in its various branches, it 
would be worse than folly on our part 
to ignore our need of intellectual leada- 
ership. Your ows great Frederick 
cnce said that if he wished to punish 
a province he would leave it to be 
governed by philosophers: the sneer 
hed in it an element of justice, and yet 
no one better than the great Frederick 
knew the value of philosophers, the 
value of men of science, men of let. 
ters, men of art. It would be a bad 
thing indeed to accept Tolstoy as a 
guide in social and moral:matters, but 
it would also be a bad thing not to 
have Tolstoy, not to profit by the lofty 
side of his teachings. There are plenty 
of scientific men whose hard arrogance, 
whose cynical materialism, whose dog- 
ratic intolerance put them on a level 
with the bigéeted medieval ecclesiasti- 
cism which they denounce. Yet our 
debt to scientific men. is incalculable 
and our civilization of today woul 
have reft from it all that which most 
highly distinguishes it if the work of 
the great masters of science during 
the past four centurles were now un- 
Gone or forgotten. Never has philan- 
thropy, humanitarianism, seen such de- 
velopment as now: and, though we 
must all beware of the folly, and the 
viciousness no worse than folly, which 
marks the believer ip the perfectibility 
of man when his heart runs away with 
his head, or when vanity usurps the’ 
Place of conscience, yet we must re- 
member also that it is only by work- 
ing along the lines latd down by the 
philarthropists, by the lovers of man- 
kind, that we can be sure of lifting 
our civilization to a higher and more 
permanent plane of well-being than 
Was. ever attained by any preceding 
civilization. Unjust wer is to be ab- 
horred; but' woe tothe nation,that does 
not make ready tq hold its own in time 
of need against all who would harm 
it; and woe thrice over to the nation 
in which the average man loses the 
fighting edge. loses the power to serve 
= 2 soldier if the day of need should 
arise. : 


f “Ne Impessible Dream. 


‘It is no impossible dream to build 
up a civilization in which morality, 
ethical development, and a true feeling 
of brotherhood. shall all alike be dil- 
vorced from false sentimentality, and 
from the rancorous and evii passions 
whish, curiously enough, so often ac- 
company professions of sentimental at- 
tachment to the rights of man; in 
which a high material development in 
the things of the body shall be 
achieved without subordination of 
the things of the soul; in which there 
shall be a wenuine desire for peace and 
justice without loss of those _ virile 
qualities without which no love of 
peace or justice shal] avail any race; 
in which the fullast development of 
scientific research, the great distin- 
guished feature of our present civiliza- 
tion,. shaH yet not imply a belief 
that intellect can ever. tak? the place 
of character—for, from the standpoint 
of the nation as of the individual, it 
is character that is the one vital pos- 
session. 

“Finally, this world movement or 
civilization, this movement which is 
now felt throbbing in every corner of 
the globe, should bind the nations of 
the world together while yet leaving 
unimpaired that love of country in the 
individual citizen which in the present 
stage of the world’s progress is essen- 
tial to the world's well-being. You, 
my hearers, and I who speak to you, 
belong to different nations. Under 
modern conditions the books we read, 
the news sent by telegraph to our 
newspapers, the strangers we meet. 
half of the things w@ hear and do each 
dav, all tend to bring us into touch 
with other péoples. Each pecple can 
do justice to ttseif only if it does 
justice to others: but each people can 
dc its part in the world movement for 
all only if it first does its duty within 
{ts own household. The good citizen 
rust be a good citizen of his own 
country first before he can with ad- 
Vantage be a citizen of the world-at- 
\large. I wish you well. f believe in 
you and your future. I admire anda 
wonder at the extraordinary greatness 
and variety of your achievements in so 
many and such widely different flelds. 
and my admiration and regard are al! 
the greater, and not the less, because 
I am s0 profound a believer in the in.

ALTITUDE RECORD 
BROKEN BY FORBES 


Aeronaut Tells of Thrill- 
ing Air Flight. 


Viking Passed Through Two 
Snow Storms During Ascent... 
Splendid Photographs Made 
of Halley’s Comet. 


Horse Cave, Ky., May 12.—-That the 
flight for a world’s distance record 
from Quincy, Ill, by A. Holland Forbes, 
holder of the Lahm cup, and James 
Carrington Yates, the astronomer, both 
of New York, which began at Quincy, 
Til... Monday evening, terminating late 
Tuesday in a disastrous tumble to the 
earth from a height of perhaps 300 
feet, near Centers Ky., was not without

its compensations, was indicated by a 
statement made by Forbes last night. 
The balloon broke the ascent record, 
it is declared, and some valuable pho- 
tographs of the comet were secured at 
an elevation of 18,000 feet. 

Tuesday morning, according to their 
measurements, Forbes and Yates, in 
the Viking, passed through a snow- 
storm at 11:40 o'clock, at an elevation 
of 16,000 feet. An hour later they 
passed through the second flurry at a 
height of 16,400 feet. At 2 o’clock Tues- 
day afternoon the balloon reached the 
extreme altitude of 20,600 feet, which 
is 2,000 feet higher than any author- 
itative record ever made in America. 

Forbes last night thus described 
their experiences after reaching the 
greatest height: 


At Dissy Heights. 


“In descending from the great eleva- 
tion we had. very little sand left, and, 
as the gas contracted, the balloon bag 
became extremely flabby. Fiverything, 
however, went well until we were a 
few hundred feet above the ground, 
when the appendix line broke loose 
from the ring supporting the basket. 
There was so little gas in the bag at 
the time that the rigging collapsed, 
and, with the basket attached, natur- 
ally dropped.

Because the basket did not tilt as it 
would have done under ordinary cir- 
cumstances was the cause of our in- 
jury. I believe the only thing that 
prevented the breaking of our backs 
when the basket fell bottom squarely 
down under the weight of the bag was 
the rubber air mattress which we had 
Placed in the bottom of the basket that 
we might be comfortable when we 
wanted to He down.”

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AVIATION MEET 
~ FOR THE WORL 


Island in October. 


Meet Will Be Held Under the 
Auspices of the Aero Club of 
America--World’s Champion- 
ship and the Gordon Bennett 
Trophy Involved. 


New York, May 13.—America’s first 
international aviation meet for the 
championship of the world will be held 
on Long Island. The last internation- 
al meet, at which Glenn H. Curtiss, of 
Hammondsport, N. Y., won the James 
Gordon Bennett trophy, was held last 
year at Rheims, Francé. 

St. Louis, Indianapolis, Los Angeles, 
Seattle and Washington and Baltimore 
in partnership, have all been interest- 
ed bidders for the contest, but the 
Aero Club of America, after several 
months of deliberation, finally selected 
New York because it believes the 
transportation lines are better equip- 
ped to handle large crowds and be- 
cause foreign aviators have signified 
a disinclination to undertake the ex- 
pense of a long land trip after cross- 
ing the ocean. 

Site of Course. 

The exact site for the course has not 
been definitely chosen, but it wil! be 
somewhere on the Hempstead plains, 
Long Island, just outside the limits of 
New York city. Three sites are now 
under consideration. 

The course will be trianguiar in 
shape, 8 miles long over all, and a 
huge grandstand will be built for the 
enormous crowds that are expected 
unless the Belmont park race track-— 


| one of the sites on Hempstead plains, 
now under consideration—should be 
|chosen. In that event the grandstand 
will be ready to hand. 

| The races will be conducted by the 
{International Aeronautical Federation, 
of which the Aero Club of America is 
a member, and will last a week. The 


| main contest for the world’s champion- 


'ship and the Gordon Bennett trophy 
has been scheduled for October 22, but 
the dates for the minor events have not 
yet been set. 

The rules of the federation provide 
that the races shall be held each year 
in the country represented by the vic- 
tor in the contest of the year previous. 
Last year Curtiss won the champion- 
ship and the trophy, together with a 
cash prige of $5,000, as a representative 
of the Aero Club of America, and this 
year the club’s representatives will de- 
fend it on their own territory. 

Gordon Beaunett Trophy. 

For the Gordon Bennett trophy, the 
distance raced is 20 kilometres, or 12.42 
miles. Curtiss covered it last year in 
the record time of 15 minutes 50 3-5 
seconds, defeating Bleriot, Lefabvre 
and Latham, of France, and Cockburn, 
of England. 

The cup was founded in December, 
1808, and under, the rules, any country 
challenging or defending may enter 
three contestants. Many foreign avia- 
tors are expected to challenge this 
vear, as under am agreement entered 
into between the Aero Club of America 
and the Wright Brothers, the latter 
agree to license all aviators competing 
in events sanctioned by the club. Cort- 
landt Field Bishop, president of the 
club, has reported from Europe, whith- 
er he went recently to complete ar- 
rangements for the meet, that the news 
of this agreement has been well receiv- 
ed, and that there will be foreign en- 
tries in plenty.

BACK OF THE NATIONAL REALIGNMENT. 


In the turmoil and confusion inseparable from the approaching 
realignment of parties in America, it is well not to lose sight of 
one of the fundamental moving causes beneath the present one— 


and that is, the emphatic and conclusive reaffirmation of the dem- | 


ocratic principle in American government. 


At previous times in. the nation’s history, long-established | 
parties have been swallowed up by or been merged in new and | 


overwhelming movements. So that political readjustment, per se, 
is by no means novel in this country. 

What is distinctive, in that it is the dominating note in the 
current situation, is the involuntary massing of the people, regard- 
less of section, tradition or political demarcation, to place an in- 
junction upon government by clique or vested interests, substitut- 
ing therefor true government by the people. 

And that, we think, is sgfficient answer to the immemorial 
skepticism of Europe regarding the feasibility of permanently es- 
tablishing a genuine democracy on so majestic a scale as that pro- 
jected in America. 


For instance, the insurgency of Cummins and Dolliver in Towa | 
would have ravelled into a fiasco had not the PEOPLE been be- 


hind it. 

So it is with the insurgent sentiment in both parties, and in 
every American state—for no man loving candor and possessed 
of intelligence will deny that the note of protest sent up by these 
two senators is echoed in substance, if not in designation, in every 
portion of America today. 

The sentiment that views with admiration and approval the 
attitudes of Dolliver, Cummins, La Follette, Beveridge, Clay and 


‘others is the same sentiment that has decreed the. banishment from 


power of such types as-Aldrich, Hale and Cannon. 

The first wing represents harmony between government and 
the popular will; the other wing represents government by an 
oligarchy of politicians, irrespective of whether or not the con- 
tingent meet the sanction of the people. 

And the overwhelming manner in which the people’ of the 
United States are inclining toward the first wing ts a lasting re- 
affirmation of their determination to smash the potency of oli- 
garchies and insist upon rule by bona fide democratic principles. 

Most significant of all is the clearly non-geographical and non- 
partisan nature of the movement. , 

A year ago, it was an axiom with the complaisant politicians 
that the middle west furnished the dead-line for the “insurgent 
heresy.” 

Today the beacon fires of that same “heresy” burn brightly in 
the once rock-ribbed Massachusetts. In New York the same note 
is sounding, in principle if not in appelation. In Maine and Rhode 
Island, long dominated by the trusts through the republican party, 
the spirit of insurgency is manifest. In virtually every eastern 
state, with the possible exception of Pennsylvania, the yeast is 
working, sometimes silently, sometimes in an audible ferment. 

In the south, the sentiment that gives vitality to insurgency 
is equally active, but it travels under other designations. Too plain 
for contradiction, it is seen in the sectional demand, irrevocably 
handed down, for tolerance in speech and action. Ten years ago, 
plain speech, based upon conviction that led beyond the lash of the 


party whip, was impossible. 


Behind the steadfast drift toward revolution everywhere is the 
upbuilding of a homogeneous American citizenship—a new type, 
fighting under a non-sectional flag for democratic principles, in 
contradistinction to rule-by-cliques, that fungus growth that has 
surreptitiously attached itself to the body politic. 


———— 
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TURNING THEIR FACES FROM THE FARM. 


Commenting upon the reiterated declaration of President Bar- 
rett, of the Farmers’ Union, that many of our agricultural colleges 
were educating boys away from the farm and toward the cities, a 


writer in The Progressive Farmer says: 

In many respects Barrett was right, as he most always is. I do 
not believe I have ever known anybody yet to stay on the farm 
after he got an education from our agricultural schools. They go 
into what is called the professions. What we need are schools which 
will educate the boys to stay on the farm, and farm scientifically. 


So serious an indictment from a qualified source may not be 


— 


ignored or explained away. 

It is decidedly discouraging to be told that the schools upon 
which so much anxious thought, so many million dollars, have been 
lavished are intensifying, rather than relieving, the problem they 
were established to solve. 

Yet indications in that direction are not lacking. 

Underneath all is the fact that, in the controlling instance, per- 
haps, we have made these schools too academic, and not sufficient- 
ly practical. 

We have: framed the curriculum so that it opens the eyes of 
the receptive scholar to opportunities. in the CITY rather than to 
opportunities upon the FARM. 

The really agricultural college, which will, in the future, best 
justify the money and labor spent upon it, will be one which—

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PLANT PEANUTS AND OTHER LEGUMES 
IN THE FROST-KILLED COTTON FIELDS 


~ 


Editor Constitution: The recent cold 
wave which destroyed so much of the 
cotton and other crops of the south 
looks like a great disaster, but “There 
is some soul of goodness in things evil, 
if men do but distill {t out.’’” And such 
visitations occasionally turn out to be 
little short of blessings in disguise, at 
least they are sometimes not unmixed 
evils. 

A market for the peanut, a crop 
forging to the front rapidly now, was 
created by the soldiers of the army of 
northern Virginia, who had learned to 
love the toothsome pea, while camping 
in the flelds where it grew, and when 
they sat by their camp fires in later 
years the longing for the solace of 
the peanut again came over them. 

Floods destroyed much of the young 
cotton in eastern North Carolina late 
last spring, and this land was planted 
in peanuts, with the result, in spite 
of the high price of cotton, that farm- 
ers made more profit per acre than if 
their cotton had yielded a normal crop. 

And if the farmers of the south 
whose cotton has been destroyed by 
the freeze will plant much of this 
ground in peanuts, the demand for 
cotton seed can easier be met, and both 


|) the Virginia or Carolina varieties can 
be planted in corn, or tobacco at the 
last working, and will make a profit- 
able crop for pigs to gather, the tops 
enriching the soll as much or more 
than cow peas or clover. 

If peanuts are to be planted on land 
especially prepared for the standard 
varieties, the best usage here is to 
plant flat; where possible, in rows 3 
feet apart, 12 to 16 Inches spaced be- 
tween hills, and covér 1 inch deep with 
Planter that firms the soil about the 
seed. From four to six pecks of 
shelled aged will plant four acres, de- 
pending on size of seed and distance. 
The top of the finished row should be 
slightly below the level of the general 
surface of the field. This tends to 
conserve ; the moisture during the 
dry days of May, and readily lends it- 
self to the best methods of cultiva- 
tion. Thé small running varieties are 
regarded as most profitable for rather 
heavy land, making more growth and 
ylelding more pounds of nuts per acre, 
and the demand for shelling stock 
makes them nearly as valuable per 
pound as the larger kinds. Plant the 
large sorts on light soils where bright 
hulls are wanted. 


Many farmers regard the peanut as 
the most profitable crop the farmer 
can plant in the south; it yields rich 
returns from the nuts and the tops 
enrich the soil as fertilizer. The latter 
are very valuable stock feed. One acre 
producing a ton of nuts worth $60 will 
yield two to three tons of tops, worth 
$15 per ton. Besides this itis worth, 
$10 to $15 per acre for the pigs) +5 
glean the fields after the cror has 
been gathered.

Beef cattle fatten on the 
dried vines more readily perhaps than 
upon any other feed the southern farm- 
er can grow. Where hogs are to 
gwather the crop milch cows should 
graze the tops in September and Oc- 


the peanut-grower will get more money 
than if he had gotten a good crop of 
cotton. P 

Peanuts will do well on any ground 
that will produce cowpeas. The best 
soil for this crop is a gray sandy 
loam with clay subsoil, but they do 
well under a wider range of sofl con- 
ditions than cowpeas.. There is no se- 
oret about the cultivation of peanuts. 
Good cotton cultivation is good peanut 
cultivation. To plant peanuts in the 
frost-killed cotton flelds it is only 
necessary to run a cultivator over the 
rows to kill the young weeds and grass 
and make some loose dirt with which 
to cover the peanuts about one inch 
deep.

TO BE ELECTED 


Two of Present College 
to Be Superannuated. 


Report Expected 


Interesting 


From Committee on Episco- 
pacy to General Conference. 


Will Advise the Election of 
Several New Bishops. 


Asheville, N. OC. May 12.—The at- 
tendance on the general conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal] Church, South, 
is increasing daily and by far the larg- 
est audience of the sessions was pres- 


ent today. 

The committee on episcopacy is 
holding afternoon and night sessions 
and a member stated tonight that in- 
teresting developments may be expect- 
ed at tomorrow's session of the confer- 
ence. It is rumored that the commit- 
tea will advise the election of several 
new bishops and that two of the pres- 
ent college will be superannuated. 

The longest debate of the day centered 
around the report of the Sunday school 
committee, especially that part which 
recommended that in the future the 
10 per cent of the children’s day fund 
be no longer turned over to the board 
of education. The latter board endeav- 
ored by the introduction of a substi- 
tute to the committee’s report to retain 
the fund, but by vote of the conference 
he recommendation of the committee 
prevailed. 

To Enlarge Laymen’s Power. 

It is almost certain that the confer- 
ence will vote to give the laymen & 
larger representation at the various 
annual] conferences and the laymen are 
much pleased that what they have been 
asking for at several conferences will 
probably carry at this session. 

The fraternal address of Rév. George 
Cc. Clement, fraternal delegate from the 
African M. E. Zion church at times 
evoked the loudest applause. He asked 
that the white preachers show more 
sympathy in the work of negro 
churches in the south. 

Prince Yun, of Korea, who resigned 
a cabinet position to become the head 
of a Methodist school in Songdo, is 
among the most interesting visitors 
here and is shown every attention his 
high social position demands. 

Rev. George R. Stuart, the famous 
evangelist, delivered a lecture tonight 
in the auditorium to a packed house. 


Ban Secrecy Removed. 

By resolution the committee on epis- 
copacy at a meeting tonight removed 
the ban of secrecy, allowing its mem- 
bers to make public its action. A re- 
port will be made to the conference to- 
morrow, recommending that the char- 
acters of all the bishops be passed. 

It also recommended that Bishop 
Key be superannuated at his own re- 
quest, and it is thought that Bishop 
Morrison was also recommended for 
superannuation. 

The committee has fixed the salary 
of active bishops at $4,500, an in- 
crease of $500; the superannuated 
bishops at $2,250, an increase of $250. 
The allowance of widows of bishops

When the Jury Came In. 

When the jury filed in at 9:38 o’clock 
and announced that a verdict had been 
agreed upon, the court room was so 
quiet that a pin could have been heard 
to drop.

phere which had swept across the Ohlo 
valley or elsewhere, and when the two 
came in conflict there was the inevit- 
able result of a thunderstorm.

Just how the negro managed to 
come out of the wreck alive, the police 
haven't been able to comprehend; but 
a minute later he had put many tracks 
between himself and the wrecked auto. 
The automobile was a large black 
touring car, bearing the number “930.” 

Exhibition of Skidding. 

On the Washington street viaduet, 
the exhibition of skidding and crash- 
ing was equally spectacular. Showers 
and a negro were the only occupants of 
Mr. Glover’s machine. They had reach- 
ed the crest of the long bridge, and 
were going at a lively clip toward the 
Auditorium end, when the laundry 
wagon turned across the street to go 
into Newsom's stables, recently erected 
on the viaduct.

Appeals Court 
Refuses to Give Him 
New Trial. 


Declaring that the jury, according to 
the evidence, had arrived at a verdict 
most favorable to the defendant, the 
court of appeals yesterday declined to 
grant a new trial in the case of James 
H. Spence, convicted of voluntary man- 
slaughter in Mitchell county superior 
court for the murder of R. L. Mallard 
in March, 1908. 

The case was’ brought to the higher 
court on the ground that the trial 
judge did not submit to the jury the 
issue of voluntary manslaughter, 
charging only on the questions of mur- 
der and self-defense. 

The court of appeals holds that even 
though the judge did not chargé on 
that point, the question of judging the 
evidence was left with the jury, and 
that if the jury arrived at a just ver- 
dict, it should not be disturbed. 

The court declares its belief that 
manslaughter was not tnvolved in the 
case, and that, according to the evi- 
dence produced by the state, a verdict 
of murder would have been warranted.

JURORS IN TEARS 
AT PLEA TOR RYDE 


At One Time Four Jurors 
Were Bitterly Weeping. 


For Seven Hours Walsh Plead- 
ed for Life of Accused Doctor 
and Eulogized His Wife--Says 
the Case Grows Out of Mrs. 
Swope’s Hatred of Dr. Hyde. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 12.— For al- 
most seven hours today Attorney 
Frank P. Walsh addressed the jury 
which is sitting in judgment upon Dr. 
B. Clark Hyde. Mr. Walsh closed his 
address shortly before 6 o’clock, and at 
a night session Attorney Johnson H. 
Atwood spoke in behalf of the state. 

Not a phase of the Swope mystery 
was left untouched by Mr. Walsh. Mr. 
Atwood’s address dealt more specifical- 
ly with the investigations made by the 


prosecution's scientists. 

“If you hang Clark Hyde,” declared 
Mr. Walsh at one point of his argu- 
ment, “it will be upon the word of one 
woman alone—Mrs. Logan O. Swope. 
It is she that swears the physician 
knew of the residuary clause in Colonel 
Swope’s will. It is the contention of 
the state that knowledge of this clause 
and the benefits it would bring to him 
and his wife caused the defendant to 
kill Colonel Swope.” 


Jurors tm Tears. 


Frequently during Mr. Walsh's 
speech, jurors wept. At one time four 
of them were crying. Neither Mrs. 
Hyde nor Mrs. Swope could conceal 
their emotion as the intricate details of 
the case were laid bare. 

Every charge made 
against the physician, averred Mr. 
Walsh, lacked a connecting link to 
make proof of the allegation positive. 
This situation was due, he said, to the 
fact that the entire “alleged mystery” 
was based upon suspicions, falsehoods, 
exaggerations and the desire of paid 
attorneys to make large fees. 

No opportunity was lost by Dr. 
Hyde's attorneys to bring the plight of 
Mrs. Hyde, who is soon to become a 
mother, and, who sat by her husband's 
side, before the jury. She was referred 
to at least fifty times. 

The state’s chemists were excoriated 
by the attorney. Dr. Victor C Vaughn 
was termed “the hired executioner of 
Dr. Hyde.” 

Mr. Walsh denounced the state for 
intimating that Mrs. Hyde lied on the 
witness stand in order to save her hus- 
band’s life. 

The attorney spoke several times of 
the awfulness of taking the doctor 
from his wife’s side to “choke him like 
a dog on the gallows.” 

Mrs. Hyde Eulogised. 

Mr. Walsh's eulogy of Mrs. Hyde 
was extended. 

“Who was 
children in 
asked. 

“Who was it performed the duties 
Of a mother? Who was it, when the 
strong arm of James Moss Hunton was 
gone, took up the work of this foster 
father? It was Frances Hyde. 

“When Dr. Hyd@ and his wife left 
the house of Mrs. Swope on the night 
of December 1, she told her mother she 
would return only when her hsuband 
was asked to cOme back with her. Did 
this mean she was a woman true to her 
marriage vows? or that she was the 
accomplice of a man who had slain her 
brother and her uncle, as the state 
would have you believe?” 

Dr. Hyde wee pictured as a victim 
of circumstances, but a man who was 
brave tn the face of dark charges 
against him. 

Mra. Swope and Mrs. Hyde Overcome. 

When Moss Hunton’s death was 
mentioned, both Mrs. Swope and Mrs. 
Hyde were overcome and, although they 
remained in the courtroom, both wept 
copiously. 

Miss Pearl Keller, 
cared for Colone] Swope, was grilled 
for her activity in organising the 
nurses in the Swope house. Her mem- 
Ory should not be considered any bet- 
ter than that of Mrs. Hyde or any one 
else, said the attorney. 

Mr. Walsh also intimated that mem- 
bers of the Swope family had distorted 
their stories told on the witness stand. 

“Do you want to take filthy sugges- 
tion that it was a pleasure to this man 
to see Colonel Swope die that he might 
get hig dirty money?” asked Mr. Walsh.

Captain Har- 
ry N. Crane ordered the men to stand 
aside until the women left the boat. 

One of the two bodies recovered was 
that of Mrs. Isaac T. Rhea, of Nash- 
ville, wife of the president of the St. 
Louis and Tennessee River Packet 
Company, owners of the boat. The 
other was that of a negro porter, Dan- 
jel C. Taylor. Search for the remaining 
ten bodies was prosecuted all day. 

The alarm on the boat was greatly 
increased by the cry of fire. Blames 
were seen to shoot up from the fur- 
nace, but the fire was extinguished 
by the water when the vessel! listed. 

The boat struck a rock concealed by 
the water. In backing off the vessel 
turned completely around. The steam- 
er tonight is on her side almost against 
the bank. Nineteen survivors arrived 
here today with little baggage. 

The younger set of passengers were 
dancing when the boat struck the rock.

RACE AMALGAMATION 


URGED BY DARROW 


New York, May 12.—Clarence E. 
Darrow, the socialist lawyer of Chica- 


£0, in an address tonight at the sec- 


ond annual conference of the National 
Negro Commission in Cooper Union, 


urged race amalgamation as the solu- 
_fion of the race problem. 


In part he said: 

“It may be a long way in the future, 
intermarriage between the races 
will finally settle all difficulties, as 
it has in the case of the Irish and 
Cvermans and other people who form- 
erly had to be kept apart in order to 
preserve the peace. 

“Tt is not the color which causes the 
distinction between the negroes and 
the white people; the real barrier is 
the fact that negroes were once slaves 
and that today they are in the ranks 
of labor. It is a labor question rather 
than a race problem and the way for 
the negro to obtain recognition is to 
cast his lot boldly with the poor and 
fight with them and for them. The 
cause of the poor is his cause, and his 
cause tis theirs.” 

Rooker T. Washington, the speaker 
described as “that modest, self-abasing 
optimist who builds industrial colleges 
to teach his ‘people to lay hricks for 
the white man and to perform manual 
labor of the lowest kind.”

ADVANCE IN PRICE 

Shorts Still Cover- 

‘et Closed Eight 


New York, May 12.—Forthe fourth 
day this week, the ‘cotton market had 
a sharp advance, on covering by near 
month shorts, and during today's trad- 
ing the new crop, which had previously 
been rather quiet and slow to respond 
to other crop strength, ruleé more ac- 
tive and firmer, owing to lesg favora- 
ble view of the weather, some fresh 
buying for long account and covering 
by recent sellers. The market. closed 
steady at a net advance of 8 to 18 
pointa. The opening was steady at an 
advance of 2 to 6 points and the mar- 
ket continued to improve during the 
early session, on covering by July 
shorts and bull support, promoted by 
the large English spot saies, firm ca- 
bles and reports of a firmer spot sit- 
uation in the south. The failure of the 
weather map to show any rain in the 
seuthwest helped the new crop posi- 
tions after the call, and while here 
were slight recessions during the mitd- 
dle of the day as a desult of realising 
the general tendency of the market 
was upward. On every little setback it 
looked as though there was a renewal 
of covering by Wall street and New 
Orleans houses short of July or August, 
whole of the forecast for continued dry 
weather in the western belt and 
light frost tonight In northern séctions 
ofthe eastern belt, created support for 
new crop months. At the high point 
of the afternoon, May contracts sold at 
15.57, and July at 15.48, or 18@22 
points net higher, and more than 15 
points above the low level of last 
month. October sold at 13.08, or 17 
points net higher, and the close was 
only a little off from the best under 
realizing. Cotton is still arriving at 
New York for delivery on contract, but 
large outward shipments are expected 
Over the week-end, and it ig reported 
that freight room has been engaged 
for between 40,000 and 60,000 bales for 
shipment to New York from the south. 

Southern spot markets officially re- 
presse were generally 1-16@% cent 
higher, and private wires from the 
south report a better demand from 
spinners, while early estimates pointed 
to a bullish week-end statement. Liv- 
erpool will be closed on Saturday ard 
also on Monday and Tuesday of next 
week. 

Receipts at the porte today 9,966 
bales, aainst 10,826 last week and 13,050 
last year. For the week 45,000 bales.

Fositive predictions of a coniing In- 
crease in the Chesapeake and Ohio div- 
idend were used with little effect in 
inducing demand for that stock. Ru- 
fmors industriously circulated of the 
consummation of contro! of the Wabasn 
by the Rock Iisland party failed as 
ecnspicuously to tring about higher 
prices. This indifference to the favor- 
able suggestions gave the tone of de- 
a to the market as much as any 

appenings of a postive unfavorable 
character. 

One of the day’s disappointments was 
the retention of the Bank of England 
official discount rate. The weekly re- 
turn showed an advance of 54.40 in the 
percentage of reserve to liability, the 
withdrawals of “other deposits” more 
than balancing the ingathering of gov- 
ernment deposits through the. collec- 
tion of taxes. Moreover, the day’s re- 
duction tn official discount rates by 
the grat Indian banks indicated a 
subsidence df one principal source of 
pressure on the Bank of’ England re- 
serve position.

Chicago, May 12-—-It was freezing 
dry in the northwestern wheat 
fields today, but when speculators in 
Chicago tried to reap some profit there- 
by the market congealed and withered 
a b#t iteelf. Denial that there had been 
unimportant damage to the spring 
crop was also a cooling effect. Never- 
theless, May wheat closed at a net ad- 
vance of 1%, and the deferred tures 
with %@¥%. Corn finished \& to %e 
up, and oats %c. Provisions showed a 
loss of 5 to 10c. 

Conservative grain men on 0both 
sides of the Canadian boundary were 
quoted as declaring there had as yet 
been no injury worth mention done 
to spring wheat. Southwest receipts 
were three times as large as a year 
ago, cash demand from milling sources 
there waa reported poor, and additional 
demoralization was said to be in evyi- 
dence at the principal Russian wheat 
centers, This combination proved too 
burdensome when persistent attempts 
were made here to sell at otherwise 
opportune moments. The undertone, 
however, especially early in the day, 

as unmistakably strong. and many 
of the largest sellers of wheat yester- 
day were among the buyers today. The 
fact was noted that more mills had 
started in the northwest, afd that oth- 
ers ere expected to follow suit. 

Telegrams from Texas were showR, 
telling of serious damage by. insects, 
and declaring that conditions do not 
warrant expectations of more than 
12,000,000 bushels crop in that state, 
whereas the government report sug- 
gested 16,000,000 bushels. September 
wheat sold between $1.01% and $1.61, 
closing steady % to ‘“%c above last 
night's final figures. 

Corn and oats were 
bulled by the leading longs in wheat. 
who had considerable following: but 
in corn, the aggregate of trade was not 
large.
